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GOVERNMENT REGULATIONS 
ON WHEAT POLICY

Regulations 


1— “Coarse grains’ means bailey, 
Oats, rye, corn, peas, flax and millet. 

“Farm” means the total land being 
farmed by any one farmer. 

“Farmer” means an owner operator, 
or tenant operator of a farm. 

“Grass” means all grasses, clovers 
and alfalfa, 

“Landlord” means an owner 
farm operated by another persoy and 
includes a mortgage or unpaid ven- 
dor who by contract or by law has a 
right to or a lien on or ownership in 
a part of the crop grown on a farm. 
of 
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“Minister” means the Minister 
of Agriculture, 

“Summer-fallow” means the culti- 
vation of faliow-land before August 
1st, 1941, in such a way as to conserve 
soil moisture and prevent soil drift- 
(ng. 

2— With respect to the number of 
acres in any farm by which the wheat 
acreage on such farm in 1941 is less 
than that of 1940, hereinarfter called 
“Wheat acreage reduction”, the Min- 
ister may, after requisite proof has 
deen established, pay on or after 
July 1st, 1941, 

(a)the sum of $4.00 for each acre 
in summer-fallow over and above the 
aumber of acres in summer-fallow in 
4940; 

(b) the sum of $2.00 for eac!: acre 
sown to coarse grains or grass in 1941 
over and above the acreage sown to 
coarse grains or grass, respectively, 
(n 1940, provided that no claim in 
fespect to the same land is made for 
eummer-fallow in 1941 under para- 
eraph (a) hereof; 

(c) the additional sum of $2.00 per 
acre on the number of such acres 
which, having been sown to grass in 
1941, or to rye in the autumn of 19411, 
Are in grass or rye on July ist, 1942, 
aotwithstanding that succh land may 
fave been summer-fallowed or sown 
to coarse grains in 1941; 
provided that in the case of any farm 
on which 

(a) there was no wheat acreage in 
1940 but which had wheat acreage in 
1939, the wheat acreage of 1939 or 60 
per centum of the cultivated acre- 
age in 1940, whichever is the lesser, 
may be accepted by the Minister as 
the basis for wheat acreage reduction 
in 1941, 

(b) there was wheat in 1940 on 
more than sixty per centum of tie 
cultivated acreage and in 1939 on less 
than forty per centum of the cultiva- 
ted acreage, or vice versa, the acre- 
age of the wheat acreage for 1939 


“Art in no age has flourished apart 
from religion.” the late Dr. Percy 
Dearmer, Canon of Westminster, ar- 
gues, “and by far the greatest art in 
the world has been Chrisian art.

(s probably the most widely known in 
the world, tor wherever the Bible has 
gone, Leonardo’s “Last Supper” has 
followed. 

The original is a fresco on the walls 
of the refectory in the Monastery of 
Santa Maria delle Grazie in Milan, 
and is, today unfortunately little more 
than a ruin. Many factors have con: 
tributed to its present faded and de- 
lapitated condition, The master ex 
ecuted his work in oils on plaster, in 
a damp situation and the moisture 
soaking through, soon resulted in 
damage that was irreparable. Even 
before the Artist’s death it showed un- 
mistakable signs of perishing. Vand. 
alism did the rest. In 1652 a doorway 
was cut in the wall, multilating the 
feet of Christ and two of the Apostles 
Then in the 18th century, daubers at- 
tempting restoration, wrought further 
injury. French soldiers occupying the 
monastery in 1798 made a stable of 
the refrectory and again the picture 
suffered. Only in recent years have 
precautions been taken to preserve 
what remains. But though everything 
possible has been done to save it, it 
(a feared that it will scale and crum-

Yet in spite of all, the power of the 
great masters preception is still pre 
sent and remains the best monument 
of his genius.

5— Notwithstanding the provisior 
of any provincial law,

landlord may be entitled to receive 
not more than one-third of the am 
ount to be paid for wheat acreage re 
ductiou on the farm; 

(b) in the case of a farm in which 
a landlord has an interest in the crop 
returns from a part of the farm only, 
the landlord may be entitled to re 
ceive not more than one-third of the 
amount to be paid for wheat acreage 
reduction on the proportion of the 
Yarm in which he holds an interest; 

provided that the landlord may re- 
ceive jess than the said one-third of 
the amount to be paid ior wheat acre- 
age reduction by mutual agreement 
between the landlord and the farmer, 
or upon submission of proof that, un- 
der the terms of the contract with 
the farmer, the landlord is_ entitled 
to less than one-third of the crop re. 
turns, 

6— No payment shall be made und- 
er these regulations with respecct to 
any farm which was operated by a 
tenant in 11940 and is operated by 
hired labour in 1941, 

7— No payment shall be made with 
respect to reduction in wheat acre- 
age on the following lands; 

(a) Farm lands operated as Experi- 
mental Farms, 

(b) Farm lands declared sub-marg- 
inal under the provisions of a provin- 
cial statute and not occupied in 1940, 

(c) Farm lands operated by Provin- 
cial Governments, government instit- 
utions, or universities,

CANADIAN RED CROSS HAS 
SHIPPED $25,000 WORTH OF 
SUPPLIES TO GREECE 

Care of the 40,000 Greeks made 
homeless by the earthquake disaster 
has been a heavy drain on the Greek 
Red Cross supplies and the situation 
was complicated by indiscriminate 
Italian bombing of the destitute vic- 
tims in the earthquake area, Mr Som- 
merville said. ° 

The Greek War Relief Fund has 
also forwarded $100,000 to the Canad- 
ian Red Cross with the request the 
Society purchase relief supplies on 
their behalf. The Fund is being used 
to buy ambulances, bandages, surgi- 
cal instruments, sterilizers, X-ray 
equipment, cod liver oil, Vitamin C, 
serum and iodine. 

Twenty carload of supplies for 
Greece have already been turned over 
to the British Red Cross by the Over- 
seas Committee to replace materials 
the British organization losi through 
bombing just prior to shipment. The 
contribution comprised large quantit- 
ies of hospital supplies and woollen 
comforta including 20,508 surgical 
towels, 49,040 sterile dressings, 12,135 
scarves, 14,499 pair socks, 10.732 rol- 
led bandages, 5,000 pillow slips, 
2,000 blankets, 5,588 caps and sweat- 
ers and other garments.

Dearest Dad, Mother and the rest

SOYBEANS 


LETHBRIDGE EXPERIMENTAL 
STATION

Soybeans have been under test at 
the Lethbridge Experimental Station 
for many years. In the early years 
they were looked upon as a crop 
no promise 
for Alberta on account of the coolness 
of the season, and the early fall frosts, 
| but tests were continued in the hope 
‘that with improved varieties and im- 
proved methods of growing them it 
| mient eventually be found that they 
could fill an important place as a 
specialized crop for irrigated land. 
The last five seasons have been more 
favourable for soybeans than those 
previous to that time, as the frost- 
free period has extended later into the 
fall, During that period also new var- 
ieties have been developed which are 
quite superior to those used former- 
ly. The results obtained with soy- 
beans at the Lethbridge Station on 


irrigated land in recent years have. ; 


therefore, been much more encourag 
ing, and indicate that there is justif- 
ication for increasing the acreage of 
soybeans at present, provided the 
seed can be marketed at a satisfact 
ory price. This expansion of acreage 
however, should take place only in the 
southern and southeastern parts of 
the province, where the weather is |

longest.

Electrical and chemical engineers 
bave brought forth man-made day- 
light which rivals nature's own, Work 
rooms, play rooms and reading rooms 
can be flooded with light, free from 
the vagaries of cloud and mist, 
writes Ted Sanderson in the March 
lasue of C-I-L Oval. 

In these days of threatened air 
raids, with blackouts and windowless 
' factories that work day and night, ar- 
tificial light of high quality has be- 
come of paramount importance, Edi- 
son’s first incandescent lamp of 60. 
odd years ago would be pitifully in- 
adequate for modern needs. Many 
generations of light bulbs have come 
and gone since then. Each generation 
has shown new refinement and effic. 
fency. Electrical and chemical engin 
cers, and metallurgists have combin- 
ed their knowledge and skill to cre: 
ate new marvels in lighting. Recently 
a lighting expert made an astounding 
statement— “We can now produce 
artificial daylight that is better than 
real daylight.” He supported this 
paradoxical claim by explaining that, 
while real daylight is constantly var- 
fable, artificial daylight can be made 
uniform. 

This expert was referring especially 
to the new fluorescent lighting tubes 
whiech not only produce purer, softer 
and much cooler light in practically 
any desired color but give off from 
three to almost 200 times as much 
light, depending on the color, as an 
incandescent lamp will produce from 
the same electric power. Fluorescent 
lights are straight glass tubes con- 
taining argon ges and mercury vapor 
and having a small tungsten filment

Wool Clip Required 
For War Purposes 


It will soon be sheep shearing time 
in Canada. As a large percentage of 
the 1941 Canadian wool clip will be 
used in war contracts it is important 
that Canadian wool be handled and 
marketed to best advantage, says A. 
A. MacMillan, Production Service, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
All wool sold commercially will be 
graded according to the Canadian 
wool standards and in this way each 
grade will be used for the purpose for 
whiib it Is best suited. As Canadian 
wool of itself is equal to any produc: 
ed elsewhere. 

Utmost care should be used to keep 
wool clean.

The authors state (Scientific Agri- 
culture, Vol, 19) that “. .. it 1s clear 
that the straight grain. and fallow 
system has not maintained the nitro- 
gen... or organic matter content of 
western Canada prairie soils,”
